Henry Feeback, of Millersburg, 
who has been wtirwtBM a fentence in 

the Frankfort jail on a charge of 
i violating the prohibition I&ws, was 
[returned to Paris yesterday in 
charge of thei Franklin county 
jailer. Feeback will be flT«n a 
hearing in the Circuit Court on a 
charge of selling a moonsliliia still 
for the purpose of BUMtflMtnring 
liquor illegally. 

The term of the Court was occu- 
jPied yesterday in hearing the case 
I of Chas. P. Mann, etc., ts. B. M. 
Renick, involving a real estate deal. 
The case went to the jury who, af- 
ter being out only five minutes, re- 
I turned a verdict, giving Mann a 
j J«dcm«iit for IS60. 
I Upon the return of Special Judge 
I James C. Dedman, from Mt. Olivet, 
where he had been holding a special 
session of the Robertson Circuit 
Court, business was resomed In the 
Bourbon Circuit Court. After the 
usual motion hour several prisoners 
I confined in the Paris jail were 
: brought into Court and formally 
I arraigned. 

Elza Zimmerman, whose home is 
on the farm of J. Hal Woodford, 
near Paris, where a moonshine still 
was discovered several weeks ago, 
by Sheriff Collier and deputies, en- 
tered a plea of guilty, and was fined 
$106 and given a jail sentence of 
ten days. 

John Hill, on whose farm a moon- 
shine still was found, also pleaded 
guilty to the charge, and was given 
a line of $100 and ten days in jitil. 

Aaron Linville, charged with 
gaming, was fined $250, and Geo. 
Russell, charged with violation of 
the prohibition laws, was given a 
ten-days jail sentence and a fine of 
$150. 

The case of John Cain, Jr., 
charged with bootleging, was dis- 
mlJised from the Circuit Court and 
pltt^»d on the juvenile list, when it 
was learned that he was only fif- 
teen years old. 

A larse portion of the Courts 
time was taken up in hearing the 
testimony in the case of Ray Stipp 
^giMlist Isaac Shouse. The action 
grew oat of an accident which hap- 
pened in September, 1921, when an 
automobile belonging to Isaac 
Shouse, of Salt Lick, collided with 
Stipp'p auto . on the Maysville pike, 
^ear Millersburg. The Shouse car 
was being driven at the time by 
Carl Kircheval, and the Stipp car 
by Miss Jessie Crisp, and was occu- 
pied by her mother, a guest from 
Florida, and Mr. Stipp. The car 
was damaged so that it was sold a 
few days later for $27, according 
to the testimony. Mr. Stipp was 
injured about the head and face 
when he was thrown through the 
windshield, according to the testi- 
mony. ' Mr. Stipp suffered $1,000, 
asd a counter suit for damages in 
thie sum of $300 to cover damages 
to his car was filed by Shouse. The 
jury in the case returned ^ verdict 
i;lvlac 8ttp9 a Jvdgmtat la tho

COURT NEWS 



Deputy State Warden A. W. Bul- 
lock, of Paris, paid a visit in his 
official capacity to Harrison county 
Friday and arrested Amm Hill and 
Raymond Olllispie on charges of 
hunting without a license. They 
were presented in the Harrison 
County Court and each fined 
$24.95. Warden 9ullock Is a ferret 
when it eomsB^ searching out vio- 
lators of the gaine laws. 

In the County Court Saturday 
Mark Hopper, and his wife. Bertha 
Hopper, were given a hearing be- 
fore Judge George Batterton, charg- 
ed with falling to send their child 
to school. They were held to the 
grand jury in $200 bond each. 

Dan Vanhook, colored, charged 
with having liquor in his posses- 
sion for the purpose df sale, was 
fined $100 ^nd sentenced to jail for 
thirty days. The liquor was found 
in Vanhook's room on Lilleston 
avenue when searched by Sheriff 
James Gibaon about a week ago. 

In the case of L. T. Leach, 
charged with a violation of the 
liquor laws by selling a half-pint 
of moonshine whisky to Jos. Small, 
of Millersburg, the jury was at first 
unable to reach a verdict and re- 
turned with the statement to that 
effect. They were sent back to re- 
consider and finally returned with a 
verdict giving Leach a jail sentence 
of thirty days and a $1.00 fine. , 

Leach had been tried previously 
in the County Court, and given the 
same fine and sentence. He ap- 
pealed the case to the Circuit Court, 
and at the first trial last week the 
jufy was unable to agree on a ver- 
dict. The case against Leach 
charging him w^th making his es- 
cape from jail while awaiting trial, 
was continued to the March term 
of court.

The 
guitar and his own ukelele (which 
means dancing flea) has made the 
music of these islands familiar to 
all. For over forty years the Royal 
Hawaiian band has charmed the vis- 
itor to Honolulu, for they play con- 
certs daily in various parts of the 
city. This band was a play-thing 
of royalty in the days before the 
stars and stripes were raised over 
the islands, but after the islands 
came under the goyemment of the 
United States of America, the band 
was kept, and to-day is one of the 
show things of Honolulu. The pe- 
culiar sliding tone of the ukelele 
has taken the world by storm, and 
you can hear almost any familiar 
tune rendered a la Hawaiian.

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There is a belief that a large nut 

crop is the sign of a hard winter 
and if there is anything in the por- 
tent Kentndqr la dne for a long and 
severe winter. Reports from all 
over the State are that the nut 
yield la unnsually large and 'that 
the walnut and hickory trees are 
loaded. 

Nutting is a popular autumn di- 
version and with an abundant 
yield there seems nothing to pre- 
vent a large supply for the winter 
months. Already the roofs of most 
rural outhouses are laden with a 
layer of walnuts and hickory nuts 
undergoing the drying process pre- 
paratory to storing them for the 
winter. Under the circumstances 
the rural small boy is in his ele- 
ment, making frequent incursions 
into the wooda to awgment his sup- 
ply. / 

The abuadant yield has its com- 
mcrcial aspect. CKy dwellers, some 
of whom had almost forgotten the 
taste of a walnut or hickory nut, 
may/ have the chance to obtain the 
nuts at a reasonable price, since 
their rural eooslaa will have more 
than they -can use and will ahip 
them to the city market. 

Pecans and filberts are grown in 
Western Kentucky and in some of 
the purchase counties the shipment 
of the nuts is a commercial venture. 
Fulton county pecans which are 
gathered In large foantltlea, rank 
high and command n cood yrlea In 
the markets.

There's no denying that to most 
of us there is a certain satisfaction 
in reviewing the events of long ago, 
as they are presented to na, either 
casually or by force of some remin- 
iscent strain of the moment.

Creation oC a corporation with 

government-subscribed capital of 
$100,000,000 to buy and sell farm 
products was proposed for a second 
time in a bill introduced by 
ator NoVtIbJ pC 
of iHe tsMil 
mittee. 

The measure is similar to one in- 
troduced by Senator Nqrris at the 
Imd searion which waa rejeetad by 
the Senato In favor of legislation to 
extend tli^ Iffs and farm loan pow- 
ers oC tik# War Vlaanea Ohryora- 
tion. 

The new Norris bill would give 
the corporation, with its directorate 
of the secretary of agriculture and 

two others appointed by the Presi- 
dent, authority to acquire elevators

Too many people seem to think 
their duty of citizenship ends when 
they vote and obey the law.

Un- 
less there be a rapid awakening the 
time is not far distant in this .ter- 
ritory when an object lesson will 
force the taxpayers to realize they 
must be on the job and that they 
are a part, in fact the most impor- 
tant part, of the government. The 
lesson will come in the shortage of 
coal. We are basking now in the 
autumn, but it will not be long be- 
fore the fires and furnaces will be 
going full blast. Any thinking 
man knows there will . he a coal 
shortage. The conditions in the 
local coal yards are well known, 
and the increasing difficulty of ob- 
taining fuel can be learned by any 
one who cares to inqi^ire. It the 
people had been alive td their duty 
they would not to-day be caught 
between the millstones, the coal 
barons on the one hand and the 
labor leaders on the other squeez- 
ing out their Uvea. The public 
could have ended the strike in short 
order. But the public remained in- 
different. Warm weather was no 
time to get excited about a possible 
coal shortage. The coal barons 
have not Worried. They don't care 
whether there is a shortage or not. 
They will arrange their output by 
fixing prices. 

Even to-day the individual re- 
mains apathetic. If every man and 
woman were to write a letter to 
our Congressmen and to our two 
United States Senators, particularly 
the Congressmen, asking what steps 
are being taken to protect his dis- 
trict and demanding that he see 
that we obtain an adequate supply 
of coal, something might be done.
